St. Mary Roman Catholic 
Church Community was 
selected as the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of 
Commerce Ambassador’s 
Club Spotlight-a-Member 
Award for July. 

The Catholic Community 
in Grayling was first served 
by Fr. Francis Shulak, a 
Jesuit missionary, in 1881 
when it was a lumbering 
town. In 1885 the first 
church building was erected 
on land fronting Peninsular 
Avenue donated by Mr. 
Joseph Charron. On Sept. 
8, 1908, St. Mary’s was for- 
mally established as a 
parish of the Diocese of 
Grand Rapids and a rectory 
was built next to the church, 

No longer a mission 
church, Si. Mary had_ its 
own missions and stations 
in Roscommon, Frederic, 
Lewiston, Deward and 
Lovells. The church was 
moved back from the strect 
in 1912 and a sanctuary, 
two sacristies and addition- 
al seating was added. The 
parish continued to grow 
and the church was again 
remodeled in 1915 by redo- 
ing the vestibule and adding 
a basement. During this 
period of growth, St. Leo 
Mission Church was built in 
Frederic and it subsequently 
closed in 1935, 

Efforts to build a 
parochial school began in 
1948, Permission to build a 
combined church — and 
school building was granted 
in 1950. 
Peninsular and Lake Streets 
wis chosen for the site 
which required moving the 
original church to the south- 
east corner of the property. 
The first Mass celebrated in 
the new building with seat-

| They won it by a large margin — 17.5 
minutes. Andrew Triebold of Grayling and 
Steve Lajoie of Quebec won the AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon for the fourth con- 
secutive time as a team on Sunday, reaching 
the finish line at Oscoda in 14:41:00. 

This year’s AuSable Marathon — a 120- 
mile non-stop canoe race from Grayling to 
Oscoda held annually during the last full 
weekend of July — featured 90 teams, a few 
short of last year’s record field. Prior to

Water levels were low for this 
year’s race and it showed in the final 
times. Triebold and Lajoie’s champi- 
onship times of 2010 and 2009, 
14:17:29 and 14:17:42, respectively, 


were more than 23 minutes better 


than their winning time this year. 
Cherven said “water levels were 

definitely low” but rain in the areas 

toward the second half of the course, 


including some during the night of 


the race, helped to bring water levels 
up a little for the competitors.
